Old Boston schoolboys of a eouple of 


generations ago realize that no greater 
change lias taken place In Boston than 
on the wharfs, which in 1*40 were all 
open, with no sheds built on them as 
at 'the present time. 
Vessels in the 


East India trade were docked at India 
wharf. 
W. F. Weld & Co. had their 


ships docked at Central wharf, Lom- 
bard's and Hemenway & Co.'s ships 
were at 
Commercial wharf. 
Long 


wharf was lined with vessels Jn the 
coasting trade. They bad large canvas 
signs attached to the yards stating the 
port hailed from and tho port they 
wanted freight for. 


At that time there wore no steam- 


ships. and all transportation was done 
by sailing craft. For instance, a sign 
would read, ''The schooner Eagle, Cap- 
tain Smith, will sail on Saturday for 
Bath. Gardiner and IlalloweU." The 
wharfs were a favorite resort with. 
the boys Wednesday and Saturday 
afternoons. 
At that time school kept 


Wednesday and Saturday mornings, 
and we bad the afternoons for vaca- 
tion. In the morning, after school, we 
would decide where we would spend 
the afternoon, and it was generally 
on the wharfs. 
Five out of ten boys 


went to sea after leaving school. 


At- the head of Long wharf, where 


the State street block now stands, was 
an old bulk of a vessel with a bouse 
built on its deck. 
It was fastened to 


the dock, and this was used by the 
Hlngiiam Bucket company for a store- 
house. On the side of the house was 
a sign. "Ilingbam Station Packet." It 
was a standing joke with us to ask the 
man who bad charge of it If ho was 
tho captain and when he was going to 
vail, as we wanted to ship before the 
mast. 


It was a favorite amusement with 


the boys to climb up the rigging of 
ships and "stump" one another as to 
who would climb the highest. There 
was one of these boys who could boat 
us all In climbing. 
We nicknamed 


him "Monkey Jack." 
On one of the 


ships the duwnhaul of the signal hal- 
yards broke short up to tho flag at the. 
truck. 
Tl.o captain, pointing to tho

In every land the natives have a cnre.

charms. It is probable that the great 
majority of these have never been test- 
ed, and persons who have not looked 
into the matter naturally blame the 
[jovernmont and the doctors for neg- 
Meeting an inquiry of such profound im- 
portance. 
But 
investigation so far 


lias not been encouraging. Nearly al- ' 
ways it proves that the healing herb is 
chosen under the influence of the max- ' 
im that "like cures like." Our forcfa- ' 
thers held it as strongly as any modern ' 
savages a few hundred years ago, and ' 
t is not extinct among us to this day. j 
Various plants resemble a snako in j 
flower or mode pf" growth, and for no 
better reason they are accounted reme- 
dies for its bite. A root •which curls 
and twists proclaims its own virtue, as 
one may say, and if it be mottled there 
is no further room for doubt. Some of 
these resemblances are eo strong, in- 
deed, that the fancy of the savage be- 
comes quite intelligible. 


Messrs. Sander introduced a new 


iroid from the Malay countries some . 
years ago, the bloom of which is so j 
strangely like a cobra in the act of 
striking that the idea of a connection • 
between tho plant and the snako sug- 
gests itself to even tho unlearned ob- 
server. It is called Arisa?ma fimbriata. 
Wo have not heard that the natives use 
it as an antidote to the venom of the 
cobra, but a savant inclined to bet 
would offer long odds that they do. 
Upon the same reasoning the Indians 
of, Peru use the root of Polyanthus 
tuberosa and a creeper which they call 
huaco. Credible persons have I orne 
testimony to the good effect of both, 
but neither could sustain a trial at the 
hands of scientific men in Lima. IT; the 
successful cases reported, either the 
poison had not been imbibed or else 
the snake did not really belong to a 
poisonous species. 


The famous rnarkhor of tho Himala 


yas, which young sportsmen 
dream 


about—and old ones, too, for that mat- 
ter—is said to eat snakes—in fact, that 
is the meaning of the word markhor. 
Tho statement is not improbable, if it 
bo true, as highland shepherds allege 
that goats wage war on tho adders. But 
In the entrails of any old markhor that 
mystic substance bezoar is found Bome- 
ttmes. 


It may be suspected indeed that most 


of the "stones" used as charms, which 
puzzle European observers by their 
singular formation, would be recognized 
at higbt by a Chinese doctor as buzoar. 
Tho latest testimony which we have 
noticed |p tho merit of "snako stones" 
is that of Mr. Selous. He describes one 
from his own observation and experi- 
finco as light, porous, polished on the 
upper surface, which had blackish and 
grayish niottlings, rough below. The 
latter was applied to the wound, and it 
Rucked up the poison like a sponge, giv- 
ing it off "in a thin whito thread" 
when plunged in ammonia. This t-tone 
belonged to a Boer, in whose family it 
had remained for several generations. 
Mr. Selotia gives Home examples of its 
efficacy from his own knowledge. 
But 


ho did not personally witness any of 
them. 


Such storios are innumerable, and 


many of thorn rest upon good authori- 
ty. 
One of tho best will bo found in 


Frank Backhand's 'Curiosities of Nat- 
ural History.' 
In this instance the 


"stone" was submitted to analysis at 
tho College of Surgeons, and readers 
who have a healthy love for the marvel- 
ous will be delighted to learn that Mr. 
Qnekett, the chemist of that * institu- 
tion, could make nothing of it. Ho sat- 
isfied himself that it was a vegetable 
substance, but the resources of science 
could not go beyond that. It scorns 
curious that so little should be known 
about these things when a score at least 
are in the hands of rich and charitable 
Hindoos, who lend them incase of need. 
Some of those gentlemen would not ob 
ject to an examination probably. Bnt 
doctors arc haru worked in India, and 
they commonly despise all treatment 
which is not regular. There is no regu- 
lar treatment for snake bite, however, 
<o they might allow themselves an ex- 
cursion into unauthorized realms. 


Much has been done of late years, 


indeed, and it may be hoped that a real 
cure, with no mystery about it, will bo 
discovered soon. That is beyond our 
theme. But we need not travel to In- 
dia for a snako stone. There is a speci- 
men in Scotland older probably than 
any of these foreigners and more re- 
nowned—the Lee penny, now, by latest 
report, in the hands of Lockhart of 
Lee. It must be admitted that this ven- 
erable object is rather too much of a 
panacea. 
One might feel more confi- 


dence in ita efficacy against snake bite 
if it did not also profess to cure hydro- 
phobia, burns and the cattle plague. 
Yet the evidence is equally strong and 
equally abundant in its favor for all 
those cases. And that evidence extends 
over many centuries.

Lfickhnrt of Lee, tho same who carried 
Bruee's heart in tho train of Douglas, 
that brought tho precious relic home

petrator of crime is natural enough. 
The prospect of relief frcm actual pain 
10 a temptation that blinds the sufferer 
to the future. But it may seem strange, 
ind ia indeed one of the most inexplica- 
ble things in human history, that men 
have been induced by religious exhorta- 
tions and other means of persuasion to 
sign their own death warrants by con- 
fessing crimes actually never commit- 
ted. Such in England was the case of 
John Perry, executed near Campden in 
1661, with his mother and brother, for 
murdering William Harrison, steward 
for Lady Campden. 
T.he testimony 


against them was chiefly the confession 
of John Perry himself, but, to the as- 
tonishment of all, Harrison, who had 
been kidnaped and carried off, return- 
ed two years after the execution. 


In 1812 a man named Russell Colvin, 


living at Manchester, Vt., disappeared, 
and suspicions of foul play were enter- 
tained. Public opinion attributed his 
murder to Stephen and Jesse Boorn. 
Still, as there was no definite ground 
on which to arrest them, the excitement 
gradually drew away. In 1819, how- 
ever, a Mr. Boorn dreamed that he had, 
been murdered by two men, whom he 
fixed upon as his nephews, Stephen and 
Jesse. The ghost of the murdered man 
even specified the place of tho murder 
and the old cellar hole where the man- 
gled body had been thrust. Here a knife 
and buttons were found, which were 
identified as belonging to Colvin. On 
this the men were arrested. 
Stephen, 


and Colvin had quarreled just before1 
the disappearance of the latter, and; 
Stephen had been seen to strike him 
with a club and knock him down. 


In a short time Jesse confessed that 


he and Stephen, with their father, after 
Stephen knocked him down, had carried 
him to the old cellar and cut his throat 
with a jackknife. He further stated 
that the next year they made away with 
most of tho bones of their victim. 
Stephen, after a time, admitted tho 
truth of Jesse's confession. On this they 
were convicted and sentenced to bo 
hanged on the 38th of January, 1820. 
They applied for commutation of tho 
sentence, and, as some believed their 
innocence, advertisements were inserted 
in various papers for Cclvin. Not long 
afterward a letter appeared in the Now 
York Evening Post, signed by a Mrs. 
Cbadwick and dated Shrewsbury, N. 
J., Dec. 6, 1819, stating that a slightly 
deranged man named Russell Colvin 
had been'there five years befoie. This 
was generally looked upon as a hoax, but 
James Whclpley of New York, whcv 
knew Colvin, resolved to follow up the 
clew and actually found Colvin at the 
house of William Polhemus at Dover, 
N. J., where he had been since April. 
1813. 


Mr. Whclpley took him to New York, 


the common council gave him means to 
prooceed to Vermont, and he arrived at 
Manchester on the 23d day of December. 


The whole place was in a state of 


wild excitement. People gathered in 
from all the surrounding country to see 
the dead alive. A cannon was brought 
out, and Colvin was saluted \vith a dis- 
charge of cannon 
and small arras. 


Stephen Boorn -firing the first .piece 
There was much discussion as,, to the, 
motive for the confession, some attribut- 
ing it to the effect of imprisonment, a 
general sort of panic and terror, and 
others to the injudicious advice and ex- 
hortations of a clergyman.—Wonderful 
Events.

PASTE DIAMONDS AND OTHER FALSE 


PRECIOUS STONES.

If the proverb "AU'a not gold that 


glitters" were amended to read "AU 
are not diamonds that glitter," it 
would be equally true and perhaps morr 
apt; for there's fully as much glitter 
about jewels, real and false, as there is 
in gold and its imitations. It is by art- 
fully turning and twisting in the light 
hia tastefully mounted bit of glass that 
the flimflam dealer in the goods of the 
famous Dazzle Jewel company is able 
to catch the fancy and tempt the vanity 
of the gullible customer, who buys for 
25 cents an article which if it were 
what it purports to be would cost from 
$100 to $500. 


To be sure, there are people who 


purchase paste diamonds knowingly. 
Occasionally an actress who cannot af- 
ford such a luxury and whose admirers 
have not yet bestowed real diamonds 
upon her wears -paste on the stage. In 
this case she knows exactly what she is 
about in making hex purchase. It has 
been asserted with some show of truth- 
fulness that actresses and singers who 
have amassed wealth and are the pos- 
sessors of genuine and valuable jewels 
have duplicates made which are imita- 
tiona The originals are worn only un- 
der 
circumstances 
where 
detection 


would be easy and where the danger of 
accidental loss is reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
But on the stage and under 


other conditions where there is more 
or less danger of carelessness or mis- 
chance the paste substitutes are used. 


It is even alleged that women in pri- 


vate life, harassed by fear of burglars 
and tired of having detectives follow 
them about on occasions when they 
wear precious 
stones whose value 


amounts to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, also resort to this device, secur- 
ing peace of mind by sending their real 
jewels to a safety deposit vault and 
wearing clever imitations at receptions, 
theaters and balls. 


To the jeweler the word "paste" 


means glass. Sometimes one hears this 
material 
called 
"whitestone" 
or 


"strass, " but these are terms employed 
by the trade alone and not in talking 
with a customer 
They apply only to 


imitations of diamonds. The business 
of making jewels is at least two cen- 
turies old. Some of the accounts of the 
invention of strasa say that it was 
known in Strassbnrg as long ago as 
1680 
One authority attributes the 


name to the city where it first made its 
appearance and another to the man 
who devised it. Josef Straaeer 
The 


word "rhinestoue" is also employed to 
describe the same article and is an al- 
lusion to the great stream on which the 
paste diamond made its debut. 
How- 


ever, "rhinestone" is applied to large 
specimens, such as are suitable for 
clasps and buckles, and are so enor 
mons that no one could possibly niis- 
*ake them 
for diamonds, 
whereas 


"paste" is used to designate an imita- 
tion jewel, of about the same composi- 
tion as the rhinestone. but small enough 
to look like a real stone 


A number of formulas have been de- 


vised in order to produce a glass of the 
right hardness, brilliancy and purity 
The Jewelers' Circular recently gave a 
number of them and remarked at the 
«ame time that for a century or more 
no book on glass was considered com- 
plete without a chapter on imitation 
jewels. Even for making "paste" then; 
is a variety of methods and mixture.*, 
and to produce good likenesses of mines 
emeralds, amethysts and other colored 
stones the composition must be different 
from any of these. 


To a certain extent the jewelry trade 


recognizes this industry as legitimata 
That is to say, there are dealers lu 
Maiden lane who unhesitatingly adver- 
tise "real and imitation stoneb.'' 
If 


you go in aud ask to see stock, you are 
asked without hesitation or disguise 
whether you want to examine the real 
article or an imitation. 


Moreover, there are numerous houses, 


notably in Providence and Attleboio. 
which manufacture earrings, finger 
rings, shirt studs, brooches, belts, buc- 
kles, clasps and other articles in various 
grades of gold and set with imitation 
jewels. None of the latter are made in 
America. They are all imported. But 
the mounting is done here and without 
apparent intent to deceive, at least so 
far as the manufacturer is concerned. 
The retailer who buys from him is not 
fooled. He goes into the transaction 
with his eyes open. Perhaps for adver- 
tising purposes the manufacturer gives 
to his glass diamond a fancy name, like 
"The Dewey Brilliant." "The Evening 
Star," "The Cigarette," "The Melba' 
or "The Kimberley," but be does not 
lie about its character. 


Most 'of the cheaper imitations come 


from a country famous for its other 
glassware, Bohemia. 
But the better 


ones are made in the Jura region of 
Prance, not very far from the birth- 
place of strasa. The less expensive imi- 
tations are molded, like "pressed" glass 
tumblers or dishea. The more costly are 
cut. and the quality of the cutting 
Counts for almost as much with the 
importer as color and luster 
Imitations 


that cost from 10 cents to $2 apiece 
look to the uninitiated like jewels which 
would cost from $75 to $500, but their 
nature is easily detected by an expert, 
who has many tests at his disposal. 


Whatever may be .said in regard to 


the "legitimate" trade in imitation 
i ewels. if is to be Jwired that an enor- 
mous business i.« done in theni by nn- 
gcrupnlona deukrs Snch goods are often 
•old to persons who imagine that they 
are buying real diamonds. Some of the 
misrepresentations indulged in are t^ch- 
nkally legal, bnt in inhtuncus one can 
discover case* that clearly come within 
the limits of "obtaining money under

AND PLACES. 


HAYES' WAR STORY,

"When It In at Ita Shortest All Over 


tbe Globe, It La»t» For Thirty Min- 
ute* at Honolulu and For Eighteen 
Day* at the Polo. 
The belief that there is little or no 


twilight within tbe great tropical belt 
encircling our planet is a very wide- 
spread one. History, however, warns 
us that beliefs need not necessarily ac 
cord with facts. It might indeed almost 
.be eaid that they usually do not. 


The toiling and moiling millions, the 


humble units that, taken in the bulk, 
constitute what is called a "great pow- 
er," have neither the time nor the in- 
clination to overhaul their opinions. 
They are not assailed by doubts as to 
whether the intellectual coffee which 
they have at odd moments imbibed 
may not have been mostly chicor}'. 
Such a state of mind unquestionably 
makes more happiness, and although 
such happiness may bear rather too 
much resemblance to that of. say, the 
cow it is none the less real for all that. 


Twilight is at its shortest at the 


equator and increases with the latitude 
—at the equinoxes—at about the same 
rate as that at which the meridians de- 
crease their distance from one another. 
The increase is, therefore, very slow in 
low latitudes and very rapid near the 
poles. 


Practical or civil twilight is the time 


which elapses between the moment of 
the sun's setting and the moment when 
he is seven degrees of a great circle be- 
low the horizon. At the equator this 
time cannot, of course, be less than 28 
mioutes. At the edges of the tropic- 
zone it ia about 31 minutes. 


A person with good eyesight will, 


should he care to make the experiment, 
find that when at sea and on or near 
tbe equator he is able to read average 
type on deck for at least 28 minutes 
after the suu baa set without tho aid of 
artificial light and when there is no 
moonlight. 


This is the common sense experiment 


of which the duration is considerably 
longer than the practical, and even at 
the equator something like 70 minutes 
will elapse before night holds undis- 
puted sway. This is tho length of the 
true, the astronomical twilight. 


It is at or near the equinoxes that tho 


phenomenon under consideration ia at 
its phortest all over tho globo. At those 
periods it lasts at Honolulu 30 minutes: 
at San Francisco, 3o; at London, 4.V. 
at St. Petersburg, 57: at the Arctic and 
Antarctic circles, 72, and at the poles. 
18 days. When, then, we say that the 
poles have six months' light and FIX 
months' darknccs, it ia littlo mere than 
a facou do parlor. 


The north pole has no less than 222 


dnysof practical daylight each year, the 
south pole 213 days, and the equator 
197 days. Nansen, when in high north- 
ern latitudes, was able to read The 


1 Verdensgang many days before 
the 


longed for aunrise following the long 
winter night. The great length of the 
twilight in polar regions ia n boon in- 
deed to explorers. The popular imagina- 
tion usually attaches itself to tho great 
cold they iavo to endure, but the real 
enemy is tho long darkness, which is 
trying to the enthusiasm of even a 
Nansen, Peary or a Jackson. 


There is practically no difference in 


the length of tbe twilight at the equa- 
tor at the oquinoxes and faolaticcs. Even 
at Honolulu it will not vary by male 
than a couple of minutes. But in the 
bigber latitudes tho varying duration 
is very marked. In latitude 59J-< de- 
grees, for instance, it lasts 30 minutes 
at the equinoxes, but in the summer 
solstice it lasts from sunset till sunrise— 
that is to say, from 9:10 o'clock till 
2:50, or five hours and 40 minutes. 


North or south of 83 degrees practical 


twilight lasts all "night" at the equi- 
nox e. 
The sun ia, it is true, only 12 


hours above the horizon, but as he can 
not go more than 7 degrees below it 
there is continual daylight for the 24 
hours. In such cities as Stockholm and 
St. Petersburg there are close on to 14 
hours of daylight at those seasons when 
day and night are said to be equal, and 
at the equator itself the day all Ihe 
year round is made of 13 hours' daylight 
and 11 hours' darkness. It must not be 
forgotten that in those latitudes where 
the sun remains for months below the 
horizon there is during that period a 
good deal of daylight, so that along the 
eightieth parallel north (a little north 
of which the Jackson-Harmsworth ex- 
pedition spent three consecutive years 
in the Franz Josef islands), although 
the sun does not rise between Oct. 19 
and Feb. 22, there is a period of three 
weeks following the final snnset and 
another of tbe same length preceding 
the first sunrise of the year, on each 
day of wbioh good type can be read lor 
a few minutes up to some hours with- 
out artificial light.—San Francisco Call. 


A Thrlllln* Incident of One Attack 
•t Mffht. 


The fallowing incident of the great 


civil war was related by tbe late Presi- 
dent R. B. Hayes while en route from 
Chicago to Indianapolis in the fall of 
1870: 


"I have frequently been asked," said 


General Hayes, "to tell the most thrill- 
ing experience that occurred to me dur- 
ing the four years in the volunteer 
army. It was in 1864 that the Army 
of West Virginia tried to captr.re 
Lyncbburg, Va., but General Lc:> rap- 
idly sent a heavy force to drive us buck, 
and it was thought best to fair back to 
the Kanawha valley, where food and 
clothing could be had, and then go by 
the railways to Winchester again. 


"General Jubal Early's army was 


pressing our forces at every point, and 
I was ordered by General George Crook-, 
who commanded the division, to check 
tbe enemy until our wagon trains and 
artillery could get out of tho way. A 
gap was chosen in the mountains, two 
or three regiments were ordered to 
bnild a barricade across the road in th j 
gap, one regiment was sent up th.> 
mountain on the right and another ou 
the left of the gap to protect the flanks 
These regiments selected were as aceur 
ate in firing as riflemen could be. 


"It was dark by the time all tbes<) 


preparations could be .made. General 
Crook was careful to give his instruc- 
tion that the point must be held until 
tbe artillery and long wagon trains 
were beyond tbe reach of Early. Dai it- 
ness, stUlness and the mountains envel- 
oped vs. Finally an order came to 
inarch, to follow tho army. 
General 


Russel Hastings, my aid, was sent up 
the mountain on one Hide to direct tlio 
regiment to come down and take tho 
pike in the rear of the brigade and 
march rapidly after the artillery. 


"Another of my staff, Major William 


JMcKinley was ordered to go up tho 
mountain on tlie other side and direct 
Ihe regiment tc come down carefully 
Mid take the road in tho roar of tho 
breastworks. Tbe duty was FO perilous 
and of sucb great importance that tlio 
instructions were repeatedly given with 
the greatest care not to comw down the 
mountain in front of the barricade, :ta 
in tbe darkness our men would lire into 
them. Colonel Devol, who commanded 
the men behind the breastworks, fully 
understood tho situation. 
It seemed 


hours while wo were waiting for the; 
two regiments to coine down the inoun 
tain. 


"I was walking from my horse to the 


line of men lying down with guns rent- 
ing across tbe pike. All at once tho 
clear, ringing command of Colonel 1)e- 
vol was heard. 'Eeadyl Aim I' A thou- 
sand thoughts rushed upon met Onr 
men wero coming down the mountain, 
and in tho darkness wero marching in 
front of tbe barricade. I tried to cry 
out to Colonel Devol: 'They arc our men 
—rdon't fire!' I rushed toward him and 
tbe line, ready to grab him nnd the men 
who were ready to fire. My soul was 
on fire. I was too choked to cry out 
'Ourmenl Our men! Dos'tfire! Don't 
fire I' but I was too late. Dr^cl gave the 
order 'Fire!' and one vast voDJy of guns 
roared out in tho darkness. Groans and 
cries and curses followed. 


"I jumped over the barricade, shout 


ing to our men, loading their guns 
'Those are our men; don't fire!' But 
Colonel Devol and his men tried tosei/M 
me, saying: 'They are rebels, coloni, 
do not go over the breastworks.' I buri- 
ed them off and seized the first wound- 
ed or dead man, yelling: 'To what regi- 
ment do you belong?' No answer. 1 
grabbed another by the neck, turned 
fcim over and shouted: 'What regi 
mentV The road was full of them, and 
tbe man was wounded, but faintly an- 
swered, '—th Virginia; Early'a army : 
Onr men bad come down tbe mountain 
under tho guidance of Hastings and 
McKinloy and gone on after the army. 


"Early's army had left ns and gone 


toward Staiinton, but tho stragglers of 
his army bad taken tbe wrong road nnd 
followed us. Some of them were killed 
and wounded, but I learned afterward 
that it was a severe lesson, their men 
not keeping up with the column; it 
was valuable to ns, in showing tbe dan- 
ger of moving soldiers at night. *•• -Chi- 
cago Tribune.

RAILROAD WHICH KNOWS THAT IT 


IS WORTH HAVING. 


flic Delljthtfully Informal M'4»ner 


In Wlilcli an. Error In * RlRht of 
"\Vay Payment to a. Red Skinned 
Tribe "Wan Corrected. 
As the traveler passes through the 


big Sioux reservation in Montana on 
the Overland express ho is impressed 
with the uniform respect with which 
the Indians treat everybody connected 
with the railroad. 


'The Indian is no fool," said a Great 


Northern official with whom I discuss- 
ed the subject. "He knows when he 
is well treated and seldom expects 
anything unreasonable. This railroad 
has never knowingly done an Indian a 
wrong. We paid liberally for the right 
to CTOSS the reservation, and any dif- 
ferences that arise are treated vntb 
consideration. 
We never try to im- 


pose upon the Indians in any way, nor 
do ',ve permit them to impose upon us. 
When trains first began to run through 
the reservation, a number of ponies 
were killed by accident. We promptly 
paid for them, and the owners were 
satisfled. A few cunning Sioux thought 
they saw in the situation an opportuni- 
ty to make money and drove their po- 
nies on the track to be killed and paid 
for. We discovered the trick and ap- 
pealed to tho chief, who promptly sup- 
pressed the iniquity. This is the near- 
est approach to a misunderstanding 
that we have had." 


A good story is told of a big chief 


who wanted to trade ]00 ponies for a 
locomotive. He did not appreciate the 
utility of the track and thought he 
could dasl) over the prairies at will 
with the iron horse. It took some time 
and patience to get the idea out of the 
chief's bead, but lie finally relented. It 
was, however, a great disappointment. 


Another story is connected with pay- 


ment for the right of way through the 
reservation. It may not be quite ac- 
curate in letter, but is true In spirit. 
The through express from St. Paul to 
Helena had riot been running long 
when a strange incident happened out 
on the prairie. 


A solitary Indian, feathered in state- 


ly fashion and mounted on a horse of 
rare beauty, occupied a conspicuous 
position beside the track and gave tlie 
engineer a friendly (signal to stop. Off 
went the steam, and a gentle touoh of 
the airbrake brough; the long train to a 
standstill. 


The red man explained that he repre- 


sented his tribe in a matter of right of 
way. There had been a mistake, and 
the railroad ought to pay some more 
money. In Uiis formal and diplomatic 
manner, the Indian explained, the mat- 
ter was presented for adjustment in 
full confidence that the great white 
chief who built the railruad would be 
just to his Indian friends. 


For the engineer this was a poser. 


He hud no idea that lie was a diplomat, 
but he was, all the same. lie called 
the conductor, and all three discussed 
the case. The white men knew noth- 
ing of the merits of the matter. The 
Indian talked like one who understood 
his business and was telling tue truth.

The white men received a 
lasting impression of majestic dignity 
and grace. The red man was dazzled 
by a vision of luxury of which he had 
never dreamed. 


The extremes of civilization and sav- 


agery had met and parted in friend- 
ship. The Indian, according to- tribal 
custom, reported the success of his 
mission with solemn formality and 
suppressed joy.
